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Since August 1953 the VEB Farben und Lacke, Leipzig W 35, has delivered around 
25,000 tons of nitrolacquer and thinner to the Soviet Union. The synthetic 
resin works Osterwieck and Lenz ’eitz are participants in this production, In 
addition the VEB Farben delivers arcund 20 tons of protective paste monthiy to 
the Soviet Union. It is said to be for use on submarine pens. 
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
